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Federal-aid road work tops 
$473 million at end of July 


Public roads administration reports that a record amount 
of road work is under contract. 


In the first 7 months of 1946 the high- 
way departments of the 48 states, the 
District of Columbia, Hawaii and Puerto 
Rico had awarded contracts for, had 
work under way or had completed work 
on 10,215 miles of federal-aid highways, 
at a total cost of $473,433,000, according 
to the Public Roads Administration. 

PRA’s figures, compiled just before 
orders went out on Aug. 5 to federal 
agencies to cut their construction pro- 
grams (ENR Aug. 8, vol. p. 147), 
showed that in addition to the work 
already under contract or under way, 
some $171,311,000 in plans for 3,625 
miles of roads had been approved, and 
$607,609,000 of work on 16,253 miles of 
roads had been programmed by the 
states and governmental subdivisions. 


Road work fo continue 


The Aug. 5 curtailment order does not 
apply to the provision of federal funds 
for highways, where the federal govern- 
ment has already made commitments to 
the states for provision of funds through 
the approval of programs by PRA. How- 
ever, PRA Commissioner Thomas H. Mac- 
Donald, when advising the state highway 
departments to this effect (ENR Aug. 15, 
vol. p. 199), urged them to keep federal- 
aid highway expenditures at a minimum. 
He added that any project that has been 
included in a state program, approved 
by PRA, may be considered a firm fed- 
eral commitment, and may go ahead. 


Complete 254 road miles 


A breakdown of the totals to the date 
of the PRA report (July 31),, showed 
that 254 miles of road, costing $6,168,792 
was completed. Largest total of com- 
pleted roads was in Texas, which had 65 
miles, at a cost of $531,971. 

Work actually under way totalled $385,- 
561,000, on 7,350 miles of highway. 
Texas again led the list, with 957 miles 
of highway underconstruction, at a cost 
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of $22,629,580. Nebraska had 409 miles 


under way, costing $9,456,000; Kansas 
had 439 miles under way at a cost of 
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$14,870,000, and Minnesota had 
miles, costing $12,956,000. 

Work on which contracts had been 
awarded totalled $81,704,000, for 2,612 
miles of road. Biggest mileage in this 
category was recorded in Texas, Minne- 
sota and Iowa, with 290, 230 and 219 
miles, respectively. 

Greatest totals were in the programmed 
stage, but exactly what the status of 
these plans would be in view of Mr. 
MacDonald’s caution, was not immedi- 
ately apparent.

Marine borers blamed 
for bridge collapse 


Collapse of two spans of a bridge over 
the Manasquan River near Brielle, N. J., 
is tentatively blamed on marine borers 
by Charles M. Noble, state highway engi- 
neer of New Jersey. The bridge crosses 
the wide tidal channel of the river. It con- 
sists of a number of short spans carried 
on low concrete piers, which in turn are 
supported on piles. On Aug. 20 one of 
these piers collapsed, dropping the ends 
of two spans several feet. In falling, one 
of the spans wedged the adjoining lift 
span over the navigable channel, making 
it impossible to open that span for the 
passage of pleasure boats on the river. 

Since the bridge was built in 1924, the 
navigable channel was dredged, and this 
deepening is believed to have changed 
the flow under the bridge, resulting in 
scour that exposed the piles of the col- 
lapsed pier, making them subject to at- 
tack by teredos. 

An examination of the collapsed pier 
and of other piers by divers is now being 
made under the direction of the state 
highway department. 








County law controls waste 
disposal beyond city lines 


Under an ordinance effective Aug. 9 
Los Angeles County, Calif., will »: event 
the discharge of industrial liquid wastes 
that might pollute underground or gyr. 
face water supplies in unincorporated 
areas. 

Adopted as a series of amendments to 
ordinance No. 614, the ordinance pro. 
vides: 

All industries must secure permits for 
the discharge of industrial wastes includ. 
ing existing industries which are legally 
discharging their wastes; that the county 
engineer and county health officer estab. 
lish standards for the disposal of indus. 
trial wastes in various sections; said 
standards to be subject to change or 
modification from time to time to meet 
new or changing local conditions, and 
calls for the establishment of procedures 
for approval of plans; for periodic sam. 
pling and tests of industrial wastes and 
for inspection of disposal facilities, and 
for conduct of field investigations or other 
action “necessary to prevent improper 


disposal.”

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Cities push water expansion projects 


Spurred by the demands of new housing, industrial plants and war-deferred 
repairs, many cities last week reported action on plans for improvement and 
expansion of waterworks facilities. Typical cases are the following: 


The Santa Barbara, Calif., city council 
has endorsed a water development plan 
calling for construction of a $6,000,000 
reservoir below the city’s present Gibral- 
tar Dam on the Santa Ynez river, having 
decided not to wait possible completion 
of a proposed $37,400,000 countywide 
program. The city water commission has 
been authorized to circulate petitions for 
an election to establish a Greater Santa 
Barbara water district. The city’s water 
supplies are being diminished by silt 
infiltration at Gibraltar Lake. 

All of the $37,400,000, which would 
be advanced by the federal government 
for development of the area’s water sup- 
ply, would have to be repaid over a 65- 
year period on the basis of water sales. 
with no non-reimbursed costs for flood 
control benefits. 

Army Engineers pointed out that al- 
though 100,000 acre-ft. of the 275,000 to 
be impounded by the new reservoir would 
originally be for flood control, increasing 
population would necessitate using the 
entire reserve for water conservation in 
about 35 years. 


Ogden, Utah, to enlarge water mains 


Ogden, Utah, has launched a program 
to replace all 2-in. and 4-in. water mains 
with 6-in. lines, according to City Com- 
missioner Harold L. Welch, director of 
the municipal waterworks. Petitions by 
residents demanded that low pressures be 
increased. 

Welch explained that the small lines 
had been installed when there were only 
few houses in the area and now they had 
been built up, leaving an inadequate 
water supply. 

Meanwhile, the Metropolitan Water 
District of Southern California has au- 
thorized doubling the present capacity 
of its softening and filtration plant by 
construction of a new $2,500,000 unit. 
The plant, near LaVerne, Calif., softens 
and filters Colorado River water at the 
rate of 150 cu.ft. per second. It was de- 
signed to have four softening and filtra- 
tion units to handle ultimately 600 cu.ft. 
per second. 


Tampa's filter plant to be expanded 


Tampa, Fla., has agreed to appropriate 
an additional $200,000 needed to proceed 
with the proposed rebuilding and expan- 
sion of its waterworks filter plant and 
to approve acceptance of the low bid 
made for the project—$698,672, sub- 
mitted by Lewis and McDowell, New 
York contracting firm. This was some 
$200.000 over original estimates. 


ENGINEERING NEWS-RECORD 


The improvements to the filter plant 
are needed, engineers say, to step up 
output of water beyond the daily con- 
sumption rate in order that adequate 
pressure may be built up in the mains. 

At New Orleans, La., the Sewerage 
and Water Board plans to call for bids 
soon for the construction of a water main 
from its purification plant to the other 
side of the city. A total of 46,150 lineal 
feet of pipe will be required. 





Durham, N. C., requires 
rat-proofed buildings 


An ordinance has been adopted at Dur- 
ham, N. C., which requires the rat-proof- 
ing of existing buildings in the business 
area and of all others to be built in the 
future. Inspection of buildings in the 
business area to determine if they need 
such work is now under way, under the 
supervision of the city engineer’s office, 
city officials announced.

Offers 5-point program 
for Canadian housing 


A 5-point program to insure the suc- 
cess of efforts to attain the 1947 quota of 
80,000 new homes in the Dominion of 
Canada has been outlined by C. D. Howe, 
minister of reconstruction. 

The program includes: 

(1) The Central Mortgage & Housing 
Corporation, Crown owned company set 
up to administer the National Housing 
Act and make loans for home building, 
is establishing an organization to look 
after the 1947 plan. 

(2) Incomplete 1946 construction is 
being kept constantly under review by 
the corporation and will receive its 
assistance to meet material shortages. 

(3) The corporation will consult 
proper departments of provincial govern- 
ments to obtain their co-operation, as 
well as advice and assistance, in review- 
ing the needs of municipalities. 

(4) Within the next three months the 
government will confer with some 120 
municipalities on ways and means of 
assisting them in solving their housing 
problems. 

(5) Consideration will be given to 
the portion of the 1947 program which 
can be started in the fall of 1946.

Engineers winning battle to close dikes on Yellow River in China 
and force stream back into its course after an eight-year rampage 


CHINA—Working against the combined forces of a great river and a confused 
political situation, using hand labor and materials ranging from steel mats and 
rock to rice stalks, U. S. and Chinese engineers last month apparently had won 
the first battle in their fight to curb the Yellow River in China and turn it back 


into its former course. 

A mile-wide gap in the ancient dike sys- 
tem had been partly closed after eight 
years, and part of the stream’s flow was 
back in its old bed. 

Twelfth largest river in the world, the 
Yellow has always constituted one of 
China’s greatest problems. Its annual 
floods, caused by tremendous run-off of 
the country it drains, have been annual 
scourges that have killed many and ruined 
thousands of acres of rich farm lands. 

Over nearly 4,000 years—until 1938— 
the Chinese had built up a system of dikes 
to contain the river with some degree of 
euccess, despite the stream’s heavy load 
of silt which had in some places built 
the stream bed many feet higher than the 
surrounding countryside. 

But in 1938, after Japanese forces took 
Kaifeng, the provincial capital of Honan, 
the Chinese Central Government ordered 
the blowing of the dikes at Huayuankow 
—some fifty miles west of Kaifeng. From 
a military standpoint, the results were 
gratifying. The Japanese advance was 
stopped. But some thousands of coolies® 
were drowned in the resultant flood, and 
more than 1,500,000 acres of badly-needed 
farmland was ruined. 

As the river broke through the gap in 
the dikes, it carved itself a new course 
across flat country into the valley of Hwai 
River, south of a course it had once fol- 
lowed, to empty into the sea south of 
Shantung peninsula, instead of north. 

After the defeat of the Japanese forces, 
the Central Government took up with the 
United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration the problem of switching 
the river back to its pre-1938 course. 
UNRRA aid would be necessary, to pro- 
vide some of the machinery, and more 
importantly to provide food for the work- 
ers on the project. 

Immediately, political considerations 
entered the picture. The area to be re- 
claimed in the “new bed” of the river is 
entirely in Central Government hands. 
The area of the “old bed”—to which the 
river will be returned—is largely Chinese 
Communist territory. The effect of the 
switching will be to increase Central Gov- 
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ernment arable land and reduce that of 
the Communist, and additionally present

Not complete until 1947 


It is not expected that the project will 
be fully completed and the flow fully di- 
verted this year. Completion hinges on 
getting all of the people out of the former 
stream bed, where many “squatted” after 
the 1938 break. 

Todd and his principal assistant, Don- 
ald W. Gilfillan, also of Palo Alto, have 
been able to supplement the work of the 
Chinese coolies with some 51 motor ve- 


Tientsin 
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hicles, including road scrapers, dump 
trucks, a pile driver, rollers and three 
cranes, 

To close the gap, the men have been 
building embankments of earth, kaoling 
(rice) stalks and willow branches out into 
the river from both sides of the break. 
At the end of the embankment on both 
sides, they began to drive piles late in 
May, the piles to support a trestle which 
was completed late in June. Between the 
piles, wire-mesh flood mats were laid 
down, and rock fill laid on top of the mats. 
When this rock work is completed, the 
fill will be covered (probably not until 
next year) with burlap and an earth cov- 
ering. 

Minimum depth of piles is 28 ft., and 
maximum 38 ft., with drivers attempting 
to reach at least 30 ft. on every pile. Pile 
trestles were driven for a total distance 
of 1,535 ft. Piles are Douglas Fir, shipped 
from Oregon for the purpose, and about 
500 piles in all were used to complete this 
phase of the work. 

Estimated cost of the project, when 
completed, is between $12,000,000 and 
$15,000,000 in U. S. currency, plus an 
additional expenditure by UNRRA of 
about $3,000,000.

How the Rivers of China Flow—The great Yellow River has reached the 
sea by at least three courses in its long recorded history. Up to 1852, part of 
it flowed south of Shantung Peninsula into the Yangtze, then dikes moved it 
northward. Wartime "scorched earth policy threw it back into a southerly 
course in 1938. Engineers are now at work to curb the stream and force it back 
to its pre-1938 bed to reclaim much-needed farmlands. 
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World engineer body 
sets meeting at Paris 


Mony Americans to speak at Inter- 
national Technical Congress to be held 
September 16 to 21 


To determine their role in building 
for stability and prosperity in the post- 
war world, engineers from all parts of 
the world will meet in Paris Sept. 16 to 
21 as the first International Technical 
Congress. 

Col. Aristide Antoine, former president 
of the Union of French Engineers and 
Technicians, will act as president at the 
sessions. 

A two-fold purpose has been assigned 
to the congress—first, the interchange 
of information on technical questions of 
a general nature, and second, discus- 
sions of social and economic problems of 
particular interest to engineers. 

Also to be considered, although in- 
formally, at the meeting will be the 
creation of an international federation, 
embracing all engineering professions. 
Such a body would work closely with 
the United Nations Educational, Scien- 
tific and Cultural Organization, 
(UNESCO) and would have as members 
local organizations in each profession. 

UNESCO is sufficiently interested in 
the development of such an international 
overall engineering group to have agreed 
to send two observers—Yeh Chu-Pei and 
Bires Chandra Guha—to the congress. 
Andre Bostsarron, acting secretary-gen- 
eral of the congress, said that any deci- 
sions taken will not be binding on local 
associations. 

The U. S. Committee for the congress 
is headed by C. E. Davies, secretary of 
the American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers. Members include: W. N. 
Carey, secretary of the American Society 
of Civil Engineers; A. B. Parsons, secre- 
tary of the AIMME; H. H. Henline, 
national secretary of the AIEE, and S. L. 
Tyler, secretary of the AICE. 

About 130 papers will be delivered at 
the congress in four major sections 
and 22 subdivisions. Copies of the 
papers will be available, after the meet- 
ing, from the General Secretariat, 27 rue 
de Constantine, Paris VII. 

American speakers scheduled to ap- 
pear include: David Lilienthal, chair- 
man of the Tennessee Valley Authority; 
P. G. Agnew, secretary of the American 
Standards Association; Maj. Gen. Philip 
B. Fleming, director, Public Works Ad- 
ministration; Morris L. Cooke, consult- 
ing engineer of Philadelphia, Pa.; Le- 
land Olds, chairman of the Federal 
Power Commission; Harold M. Lewis, 
New York City consulting engineer, and 
L. E. Grinter, vice president of the IIli- 
nois Institute of Technology. 
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Sees increase in special-type homes 


Large production of houses built of concrete, metals and new materials is a 
definite possibility, according to John N. Gwinn, materials specialist, National 
Housing Agency, Region 3, who revealed estimated potentials to the first annual 
conference of the National Institute of Governmental Purchasing at the Stevens 


Hotel, Chicago, Aug. 19. 

NHA estimates indicate that it would 
be possible to build 785,000 dwelling 
units per year with the materials men- 
tioned: 325,000 of concrete, including 
single units and multiple dwellings, us- 
ing both precast and cast-in-place con- 
crete; 240,000 of steel or aluminum; and 
225,000 with new special products. 

New products, according to Gwinn, 
represent developments utilizing special 
papers, plywood and other materials in 
combination with steel and aluminum to 
save construction time and reduce ma- 
terial costs. Further, he declared, there 
is a good possibility of using plastics in 
building thousands of houses. The es- 
timate for concrete dwellings is based on 
data assembled from manufacturers. 

At the same session, George S. Brady. 
Washington, D. C., materials expert, as- 
serted that the government has acted im- 
providently in failing to conserve lead, a 
scarce metal. Selling lead below cost 
and making up the difference with subsi- 
dies have discouraged development of 
new methods and substitute materials. 
About half of the total production of lead 
has been employed in dissipative uses, 
such as paint, he said, where the metal 
is unrecoverable. 


Public works planning progresses 


Maj. Gen. Philip B. Fleming, adminis- 
trator, Federal Works Agency, reported 
in an address to the same gathering that, 
as of Aug. 1, 4,282 applications totalling 
nearly $30,000.000 had been approved 
for public works planning advances to 
state and local governments. He said 
that 2.892 applications for almost $37,- 
000,000 additional were under review. 
Advances already approved are helping 
to plan public works projects estimated 
to cost more than a billion dollars, he 
declared, and pending applications, if 
approved, would furnish assistance for 
planning work in excess of another bil- 
lion dollars. 

Discussing construction machines and 
vehicles of the future, Vincent B. Smith, 
western editor, Engineering News-Record 
and Construction Methods, predicted that 
new models brought out in the next few 
years would be improved versions of to- 
day’s basic types, with greater power and 
higher efficiency. New models, he said, 
will be designed for ready accessibility 
of mechanical parts, easy operation, im- 
proved lubrication, and longer periods of 
use between stops for lubrication and lay- 
ups for overhaul.

Report continued shortage 
in construction materials 


Shortages of essential building materi- 
als continued to form the major block 
to housing construction in the Midwest 
and South Central sections of the U. S. 
last week. 

Typical of the situation were reports 
from St. Louis, Mo., which said that 
shortages of the materials will make it 
impossible for builders to complete some 
4,000 to 5,000 dwelling units before win- 
ter. Several thousand other housing 
units probably will not be started be- 
cause builders know that under existing 
conditions it will be impossible for them 
to obtain materials. Robert M. Berkley. 
president of the Home Builder’s Associ- 
ation, said that most private builders had 
discontinued new construction. He 
added that skilled workers in construc- 
tion trades are now becoming more avail- 
able because of the cutdown in the num- 
ber of structures under way. 

In North Carolina builders reported 
that deliveries are continuing exceed- 
ingly slow. They said it is practically im- 
possible to obtain shipment of concrete 
pipe in less than 60 to 90 days after re- 
ceipt of orders, and delivery dates on 
reinforcing fabric used in making the 
pipe are close to four months after re- 
ceipt of order. 

In Oklahoma, dealers at Tulsa reported 
that the lumber situation is “slowly” eas- 
ing. They said that moderate shipments 
of Douglas fir and Ponderosa pine prod- 
ucts had been received recently. They 
pointed out, however, that the demand is 
far ahead of the supply and would con- 
tinue in that proportion for some time.

Under the program, the Federal Hous.

Works Agency will have first claim on 
buildings which they intend to re-use a: 
temporary housing or institutional facili. 
ties under the Veterans’ Education Pro. 
gram. Other federal agencies, states and 
municipalities and non-profit institutions 
which plan to re-use whole buildings on 
other sites will be given the normal pri- 
ority, as provided under the Surplus 
Property Act. 

After these claims have been satisfied 
representatives of the Army and the Na- 
tional Housing Administration will seek 
agreement on the division of scarce ma- 
terials, such as lumber and soil pipe 
which can be salvaged when remaining 
structures have been torn down.

Sewage disposal plans develop rapidly 


Supplementing a recent report by the U. S. Public Health Service which said 


that American cities at present need a total of more than $1,583,000.000 worth 
of sewage works, many cities last week reported further action on their own plans. 


The USPH report (ENR June 20, vol. 
p. 949) was based on a survey of 3,850 
communities with populations of 200 or 
more. The total figure represents actual 
current needs as estimated by the gov- 
ernment agency. 

Individual plans reported during the 
week included: 

Public Works Commissioner Fred M. 
Ashley of Fresno, Calif., said that he 
would ask bids within 60 days on a 
$1,350,000 disposal project for the city. 
The work will include construction of a 
treatment plant, a new outfall sewer for 
the storm sewer system. concrete lining 
of existing canals and land leveling at 
the present sewer farm. 

In Pennsylvania, 74 communities, in- 
cluding Pittsburgh, and 79 major indus- 
tries have asked the Allegheny County 
Sanitary Authority to prepare plans for 
controlling sewage discharged into nearby 
rivers. A spokesman for the Sanitary 
Authority said that office and engireering 
detail on the planning work will take 
about 18 months. 

At Atlantic Beach, Fla., councilmen 
rushed legal steps and engaged consul- 
tants to assist them in preparing plans 
for a cewage disposal system, and at 
Nashville. Tenn.. the City Board of Ad- 
ministration authorized a call for new 
bids on a combined project to rebuild the 
Beniamin Bowl storm sewer and the 
Sunset storm sewer both of which suffered 
from lack of maintenance during the war. 

Dean Van Ness, city manager of 
Moberly, Mo., reported he had received 
a report on an engineers’ survey for ex- 
pension of the city’s present sanitarv and 
storm sewer system, to cost about $246,- 
000. 

At Cleveland, Ohio, city, Cuyahoga 
county, and state officials met to con- 
sider means by which the pollution of 
the Cuyahoga River and of Lake Erie 
can he stopned. At present the citv does 
not have sufficient capacity in its own 
disposal plant to take care of the many 
industrial plants bordering the river and 
lake front. City experts said that the 
total industrial dumping into the Cuva- 
hoga daily is nearly as much as the total] 
sewage processed by the city’s three 
plants. 


Survey Chattanooga system 


Officials of Chattanooga, Tenn., au- 
thorized negotiation of a contract for 
$137,500 to finance a planning survey 
of the city’s sewerage system. Recent 
passage of a state stream pollution con- 
trol bill makes it necessary for the city

to begin work on elimination of sewage 
in the Tennessee River and Chickamauga 
Creek. The planning survey will also 
map a modern sewer system for the 
city. 

At Toledo, Ohio, M. L. Curtis, engi- 
neer for the city’s sewer division, revealed 
a $15,000,000 planned storm sewer sys- 
tem which would take ten years to com- 
plete. Plans are completed and ready 
for bids on projects costing $1,240,000 
while projects estimated at $3,425,000 
are already in design stages. 

The environmental sanitation division 
of the California department of health an- 
nounced purchase of a laboratory truck 
to be used to study disposal of sewage, 
testing of water supply and for emer- 
gency and disaster use. The 214-ton. 
10-wheel, completely equipped vehicle 
was purchased from the War Assets Ad- 
ministration at a cost of $1,614. 

In Minnesota, the State Water Pollu- 
tion Control Commission reported that 
of 734 cities with populations of 500 or 
more, 209 communities had sewers and 
sewage treatment plants, 111 communi- 
ties had sewers only, and 414 communi- 
ties (most of these in the less than 
3000 population class) had no sewers 
or other facilities at all. The board said 
that 91 of the communities are already 
taking some action toward installation of 
new or improved sewage treatment facili- 
ties. 


NO BUILDING IN SACRAMENTO 
FLOODWAYS — PLEASE! 


Residents of California's upper Sacra- 
mento Valley have been warned by the 
Bureau of Reclamation against erecting 
buildings or making other improvements 
in the natural overflow channels of the 
Sacramento River. 

Bureau officials explained that Shasta 
Dam has been so successful in cutting 
down flood damage in the last two years 
that property owners along the river are 
considering making use of the channels. 
They pointed out that this practice might 
prove disastrous should there be a repe- 
tition of some of the large floods which 
have occurred in the valley in the past. 

Releases as high as 80,000 cu. ft. of 
water per second may have to be made 
from the dam to maintain sufficient flood 
control space in the reservoir, fhe bureau 
said. Use of the lowlands must be based 
on the assumption that such releases 
might be made each year. 
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Power company seeks 
Clark Hill rights 


The Savannah River Electric Co. last 
week announced it was filing an applica- 
tion for Federal Power Commission re- 
newal of its license to construct and op- 
erate the $40,000,000 Clark Hill Dam, 
five miles above Augusta, Ga. 

The dam was also proposed for con- 
struction by the Army’s Corps of Engi- 
neers (ENR June 13, vol. p. 902), and 
Brig. Gen. James B. Newman, division 
engineer at Atlanta, countered the Elec- 
tric Company’s announcement with the 
flat statement that the Army will 
“strongly oppose” private development of 
the facility. 

The dam would be 200 ft. high and 
5,540 ft. long, of concrete masonry con- 
struction, with rolled-earth sections ex- 
tending into the hillsides at either side. 
A power house with an initial installation 
of 160,000 hp. is planned. 

The Savannah River Electric Co. was 
formed for the purpose of developing the 
project, and received an FPC license in 
1928. It proceeded with engineering 
work and acquisition of the land, but 
construction plans were halted in 1931 
because of loss of potential electrical load 
due to the business depression. The util- 
ity, by agreement with FPC, surrendered 
its license in 1932. It now seeks to renew 
this license and proceed with construc- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, Army Engineers during 
the past year received $5,500,000 for 
work on Clark Hill, and recently let a 
contract to W. T. Anderson of Thomson, 
Ga., for $193,487 for construction of 4.2 
miles of railroad. Before the recent order 
curtailing federal construction, it had 
been planned to let a contract by Novem- 
ber for the Tainter gates, and for other 
work. 

Preston Arkwright, chairman of the 
Georgia Power Company and President 
of the Savannah River Electric Co., said 
his organization was ready to begin con- 
struction immediately, if a license is 
granted by the federal agency. 


Spokane gets state aid 
for new sewer project 


Gov. Mon C. Wallgren of Washington 
has turned over a $1,050,700 check to 
Spokane as the state’s share of the cost 
ef a $3,700,000 interceptor sewer and 
disposal plant in the city. 

The grant was made from a $10,000,000 
reserve fund set aside for cities to use 
in improving utilities. The rest of the 
cost will be met through a bond issue 
and from municipal surpluses. 
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Fishing interests oppose 
more Northwest dams 


Opposition to construction of addi- 
tional dams on the Columbia, Willamette 
and Snake rivers was voiced by com- 
mercial and sports fishing interests at a 
recent hearing held at Portland, Ore., 
by a U. S. House of Representatives sub- 
committee. 

Proponents of dams for navigation, 
power, reclamation and flood control did 
not make a formal presentation at that 
time, contending that advance notice of 
the meeting had not been given. They 
were allowed 30 days in which to file 
written statements. 

The subcommittee, headed by Rep. 
C. O. Bland of Virginia, chairman of the 
House Merchant Marine and Fisheries 
Committee, was told by Merle Chessman 
of Astoria, Ore., publisher and chair- 
man of the Columbia River Fisheries De- 
velopment Association, that 75 per cent 
of the fish spawning areas in the river 
system have been destroyed. The fishing 
industry, he said, does not oppose neces- 
sary river improvements but does ob- 
ject to “unnecessary projects” that de- 
stroy fish runs and spawning beds. 

James H. Cellars, secretary of the Co- 
lumbia River Salmon and Tuna Packers 
Association, contended that navigation 
improvements on the Columbia are too 
costly to repay interest. The program 
planned provides for 13 new dams on 
the Columbia and tributary rivers. 

Rep. Henry Jackson of Washington 
urged a cooperative approach to the 
problem, saying legislation alone could 
not settle the issue. He urged that a 
general policy of river development be 
worked out among government agencies 
and representatives of fishing, hydro- 
electric power, navigation, flood control 
and irrigation interests.

Begin first structure 
at East Boston Airport 


Ground was broken recently at the 
Logan International Airport at East Bos- 
ton, Mass., for a $1,000,000 operating 
base for Northeast Airlines. The build- 
ings, to house about 1000 employees, will 
include space for traffic, dispatching, re- 
search, maintenance, overhaul] and other 
departments of the company’s main oper- 
ating base. 

The first operational unit of this type 
to be built in New England, the base will 
be also the first permanent building 
erected in the final overall plan for the 
Logan Airport. The first unit to be con- 
structed will be a hangar 180 x 160 ft., 
and office building and laboratories, 300 
by 50 ft., three stories high.

Houston building strike 
remains unsettled 


The long-standing controversy between 
the Houston Building Trades Council 
and the Associated General Contractors 
at Houston, Tex., remains unsettled with 
about $100,000,000 worth of construction 
work halted and 10,000 workers thrown 
off the job. Some of these men are leav- 
ing Houston to find work. 

The latest attempt to settle the strike 
is a compromise proposal made to both 
sides by the Council of Veterans Organi- 
zations of Houston. This proposal was 
drawn up by the Council of Veterans 
Organizations after three long meetings 
with both the Houston Building Trades 
Council representatives and the Asso- 
ciated General Contractors representa- 
tives, the last of which meetings was held 
on Aug. 14. This compromise proposal 
has not been made public. 

On Aug. 16, the Associated General 
Contractors announced that they would 
accept the compromise proposal. So 
far, the Building Trades Council has not 
accepted it but has declared that it will 
continue to study the compromise pro- 
posal for a few more days. 


Meanwhile, one of largest build- 
ing materials black markets report- 
edly is flourishing at Houston with 


$142.50 per thousand feet oak flooring 
selling for as much as $300; wood siding 
for as much as $160 per thousand feet; 
$7.25 per yard ready-mixed concrete for 
from $16 to $25 per yard; $45 per thou- 
sand feet sheetrock for as much as $100; 
rough lumber for as much as $125 per 
thousand feet; gravel from $4 to $6 per 
yard and sand for $3 per yard; and $15 
window sash for $25 to $35. 

The strike has caused the weekly loss 
of $1,000,000 worth of construction pay- 
rolls, according to Warren S. Bellows of 
the Warren S. Bellows Construction Co. 





Dallas, Texas, pushes 
$10 million road project 


The Texas State Highway Department 
will open bids Aug. 22 for initial con- 
struction of the first section of the 
planned $10,000,000 Central Boulevard 
project for Dallas, Texas. 

Work is expected to start some time 
in October on the first phase of the proj- 
ect—an overpass at Hall St. and Central 
Ave., to cost about $240,000. 

Meanwhile, city officials announced that 
they would proceed with clearing of right 
of way for the second and third sections 
of the long-planned expressway, which 
will cut through the heart of the city to 
expedite traffic movement. 
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Defer housing workers 
from military service 


Selective service re-issues order ey. 
empting craftsmen, college teacher; 
and advanced students from Army cali 


The national headquarters of S; 
Service in Washington, D. C., has 
amended Local Board Memorandum No, 
115—which was re-issued July 22—t, 
make it possible for construction workers 
engaged in the home building trade- and 
in the 19 to 29 age class to be deferred 
from military service. The amended 
order also permits teachers and advanced 
college students in engineering and the 
physical sciences to be deferred. 

The National Housing Agency wil! be 
the certifying agency for deferment of 
the home building workers. Two classes 
of workers will be deferred under the 
amended regulations. These are: 

(1) Skilled workmen in the home 
building trades, where shortages of such 
men have been established, provided such 
persons have had at least three years of 
training and experience in the building 
crafts, such as bricklaying, plastering, 
plumbing and carpentry, and it can be 
established that the loss of such person- 
nel will delay or immediately threaten 
to delay the Veterans Housing Program. 

(2) Managerial or supervisory person- 
nel with a minimum of three years’ ex- 
perience in home construction.

Forms to be used 


Employers wishing to obtain deferment 
for home building should use form 42A 
(special revised) in triplicate for each 
individual case. The forms should be 
filed with the National Housing Agency, 
Washington 25, D. C. 

Where colleges and universities wish 
to obtain deferment for members of their 
teaching staffs, they can use fdérm 424A, 
but it must be submitted to the United 
States Office of Education, Temporary 
Building M, 26 and Water Streets, N.W., 
Washington 25, D. C. 

Approval for deferment of scientific 
personnel engaged in basic research in 
engineering and the physical sciences 
must be obtained from the Office of 
Scientific Research and Development, 
1530 P St. N.W., Washington 25, D. C. 
Form 42A must also be used for this 
class. 

Once deferment for a worker has been 
certified by the necessary agency, that 
agency will forward the original and the 
duplicate copy of the application to the 
national headquarters of Selective Serv- 
ice, and retain the third copy. After the 
original and duplicate have been proc- 
essed by the national office, they will 
be forwarded to the local draft board of 
the man involved, which then defers the 
worker by placing him in class 2-A.

In which ENR's editor ends a vacation trip to sit in on hearings 
over advisability of a second San Francisco Bay crossing 





Ever since the California Toll Bridge 
Authority—owner of the famous San 
Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge—asked 
the California Department of Public 
Works (about six months ago) to in- 
vestigate possible sites for a new crossing 
to relieve congestion on the present 
structure, engineering, business and poli- 
tical circles in the Bay area have buzzed 
with talk of possibilities and proposals. 

When Congress ordered appointment 
of a joint Army-Navy board to hold hear- 
ings on the matter, local newspapers rele- 
gated the Paris peace conference to in- 
side pages, a great convention hall in the 
city auditorium was made ready, and 
proponents of bridge, tunnel and dredged 
fill pulled out their plans and prepared 
for battle. 

The event was too goud to be missed, 
and the visiting editor—ending a western 
vacation tour with a business trip to the 
West Coast—reserved a seat for the open- 
ing performance on August 12. The re- 
port on the earlier part of the tour, 
incidentally, is postponed because of the 
timeliness of the bridge hearing notes. 

Why the bridge hearing was called 
was immediately made plain by the 
Army-Navy board chairman, Brig. Gen. 
Garrison H. Davidson, to the audience of 
some 300 persons that assembled on the 
first morning. lt was to investigate the 
need.for a new San Francisco Bay cross- 
ing by weighing its effect on the national 
defense and the peacetime economy of 
the region, and to recommend in a con- 
fidential report to the secretaries of War 
and Navy the solution considered best. 
\ large array of speakers was on the 
program. Those who contributed most 
significantly were F. W. Panhorst, state 
bridge engineer. who is in, charge of 
California Toll Bridge Authority’s 
studies; Jolin Reber. who has a plan for 
using great rock-faced dredged fill cause- 
ways (ENR July 11, vol. p. 56) and his 
engineer advisor. L. N. Nishkian; and 
Glenn Woodruff, consulting engineer, re- 
tained by Alameda County. 

It can be said for the hearings (ENR 
Aug. 22. 222) that they 
were conducted with strict adherence to 
time schedules. as befits a military tri- 
bunal, and were encumbered with a mini- 
mum of “for-the-record” speech making. 
Only John Reber, with a grandiose plan 
for converting the upper and lower arms 
of San Francisco Bay into fresh water 
lakes by dams which would serve as 
road causeways talked much

over 15 minutes, and his two-hour dis- 
cussion received rapt attention and gen- 
erous applause. Without doubt the bold 
regional-development thinking of this sin- 
cere layman and his tenacious promotion 
of his ideas over ‘nearly three decades 
appealed to the hard-boiled engineers and 
city planners. They were glad of his op- 
portunity to speak his piece. If the 
truth were known, most of them were 
probably present just to hear him. 

Mr. Reber’s background as a school 
teacher and director of amateur theatri- 
cals stood him in good stead as he trans- 
formed San Francisco and the cities 
across the bay into the most modern and 
efficient metropolitan area in the world. 
It has been said of the Reber Plan that 
“it has everything,” and Mr. Reber 
proved this characterization is no mere 
figure of speech. 


The Reber plan 


Starting with the fresh water lakes as 
the basic element of the plan, he told 
liow they would remove the unsightly 
tidal flats, create new industrial and 
residential areas, provide unlimited water 
supply and perhaps improve the climate: 
connected by a canal, with locks furnish 
ing egress and ingress to the bay, the 
lakes would also be great tide-protected 
shipping basins. He. described his plan 
for the dredged-fill dams across the bay 
whose rock facing would be obtained 
from excavating great underground air-

Suggest alterations 


For one thing, the Reber Plan wen 
far beyond the scope of the hearing 
which was concerned only with a traff 
crossing of the bay. Perhaps sensing thi- 
fact, L. N. Nishkian, consulting enginee: 
who has interested himself in the Rel: 
Plan, urged that the south dam of tl: 
plan be altered to a causeway and tuly 
the latter under the ship channel. ‘Thi- 
would provide for highway and rail traf 
fic. The estimated cost of $70,000,000 
is less than for any of the bridge or tun 
nel estimates submitted by Mr. Panhorst 
state bridge engineer, but it was chal 
lenged by Glenn B. Woodruff, consuli 
ing engineer in his report for Alameda 
County, as being considerably less than 
half what the facility would probably 
cost. Here, in any event, was something 
for the Army-Navy board to get it- 
teeth into. 

Throughout the hearing, the idea o! 
bringing transcontinental passenge! 
trains into San Francisco cropped u) 
again and again. All of the public off 
cials and most of the business interest- 
spoke in favor of a bay crossing that 
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sould carry lacks. The railroad com- 
yanies themselves, however, were con- 
spicuous by their absence; military com- 
manders in the area saw no defense 
advantage in more rail facilities since 
the San Francisco peninsula is ade- 
quately served from the south and 
southeast; Mr. Woodruff argued that the 
cost of rail facilities was far in excess of 
what transcontinental rail passengers 
could afford to pay for; and there was 
general agreement that highway tolls 
should not be expected to contribute to 
the cost of these rail facilities. It looked 
pretty dark for San Francisco’s dream of 
being a transcontinental rail terminal 
when the best reasons proponents could 
offer was that the city “wanted” and “de- 
served” this distinction. 


Location difficulties 


Perhaps the most significant statement 
of the hearing was made by Mr. Pan- 
horst when he reported that the Cali- 
fornia State Toll Bridge Authority’s 
studies indicated that a low level bridge 
that would accommodate rails could only 
be built in the south part of the bay 
near Hunters Point and that such a 
bridge would divert only 5 percent of 
the traffic that wants or will want to 
use the present Bay Bridge. Since such 
highway traffic must pay for the new 
crossing a location nearer the present 
bridge is suggested, as well as a high 
level bridge upon which rail traffic could 
not be accommodated. 

Of significance also on the matter of 
location was the statement of Ralph G. 
Wadsworth. city engineer of San Fran- 
cisco, that the San Francisco terminus 
of a crossing should not be north of 
Protrero St. because of the traffic con- 
gestion it would cause. This would 
place the new crossing south of the pres- 
ent bridge and rule out the several Tele- 
graph Hill locations listed in Mr. Pan- 
horst’s studies. 

These details will of course have to be 
settled locally—and probably in the end 
hy the California Toll Bridge Authority 
whose revenue bonds seem to offer the 
only means of financing a new crossing. 
On this score. one might even question 
the necessity for holding the hearing for 
the only other basic question is whether 
the War Department will approve a 
bridge over San Francisco Bay and that 
was answered affirmatively when the pres- 
ent Bay Bridge and the Golden Gate 
Bridge were permitted to be built. Now, 
as before the hearing, all that needs to 
be done is to submit a definite proposal 
to the War Department for a ruling on 
whether it obstructs navigation. Still, the 
\rmy-Navy inquiry provided the oppor- 
tunity for everyone to be heard. That is 
democracy at work, and is as it should 
te and as Americans like it.—V.G.B.

Minneapolis, Minn., N. Y. City, and Oakland, Calif.: the Utah Construction Co. 
of Ogden and Salt Lake City, Utah, and San Francisco, Calif.: and Grove 
Shepherd Wilson and Kruge, Inc., of N. Y. City. Washington, D. C.. and St. 


Louis, Mo. 

These firms, which have had wide ex- 
perience on Army and Navy construction 
in the United States and abroad, will 
operate as a joint venture to be known 


as Drake-Utah-Grove.

Big road building program 
for the island of Hawaii 


Hawaii has a large road building pro- 
gram ahead that may use a good share 
of the $2.000,000 in federal aid money 
appropriated to the territory for the year 
beginning July 1. 

In a month-long road survey and trat- 
fic census, John L. Padgett, territorial 
highway department civil engineer, found 
that roads are inadequate. He declared 
that 35 miles of the 47-mile Hamakua 
coast road will have to be rebuilt as a 
2-lane artery. and that bridges of 6-ton 
capacity are carrying 50-ton loads, and 
are inadequate in strength, width, loca- 
tion and approaches. A cut-off road is 
needed to skirt the town of Hilo and re- 
lieve it of commercial traffic en route to 
the airport and wharves, he added. 

To Padgett’s recommendations. Gov. 
Ingram M. Stainback added one for a 
scenic road to the top of the crater of 
Mauna Loa as a tourist attraction. The 
governor suggested that much of the road 
might be built by making use of prison 
labor. 

Easing of traffic problems may be a 
complished through the Army’s offer t» 
give the 40-mile “Saddle Road” built 
across the island as a military expedient 
in 1942. This highway eliminates wind- 
ing coast roads and halves the trip from 
Hilo to Kona. Legal aspects of the 
transfer and maintenance of the road are 
still being studied by the territorial gov 
ernment, which, however, definitely favor-

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Pennsylvania is unable 
to build schools now 


Oregon, too, announces that costs 


force postponement of major bullding 
plans 


New school building construction to 
cost nearly $200,000,000 is urgently 
needed throughout Pennsylvania but 
high costs make building impractical at 
this time. 

The Pennsylvania State Department of 
Public Instruction disclosed this follow- 
ing a state-wide survey. 

The department is advising against any 
building now except in unusual cases 
after its survey disclosed costs averaging 
from $12,000 to $15,000 per classroom 
or an average of twice the cost after 
World War 1. The department said the 
lowest bid in one recent instance was 
$20,000 per classroom. 

Another survey disclosed that the con- 
struction of 715 new school buildings by 
various school districts throughout the 
state would cost $92,921,000 at present 
rates and that the school districts lacked 
$47,651,000 in legal borrowing capacity 
to build them. 

Under Pennsylvania law a school board 
may borrow only up to seven per cent 
of the assessed valuation of real property 
in the one specific district. 

A current financial barrier in many 
cases is that assessments have not been 
changed in recent years to keep abreast 
of costs. Thus tax receipts have not 
risen and the funds in many cases are 
not available to meet the increased costs. 


Oregon postpones plans 


Although school districts in Oregon 
have at least $20,000,000 available for 
construction projects, high costs will de- 
lay the building program another year, 
Rex Putnam, state superintendent of 
public instruction, said recently. 

Shortage of materials and the re- 
luctance of contractors to bid on school 
projects are other factors in the delay, 
Putnam added. He said that in numerous 
cases where bids had been received for 
school construction, the bid prices were 
from 30 to 60 percent above prewar Costs. 

The Portland school district alone 
voted $5,000,000 for school improvements 
recently, and has more than $1,000,000 
in its treasury. Many other districts have 
voted special taxes and bond issues.

Despite a recent decline in home con- 
struction—due, observers said, to inflated 
land values—ambitious plans for civilian 
and military developments have been 
made public at Honolulu, T. H. 

A near-surplus of contractors is ready 
to handle the work—the number of li- 
censed Honolulu contractors having 
doubled since 1944. 

Among the bigger projects planned 
near Honolulu are: 

A $4,000,000 civic center approved by 
the Navy for the Pearl Harbor navy 
yard’s civilian housing area. Included in 
the plan are a high school, department 
stores, fire station, chapel, administra- 
tion building, swimming pool, play- 
grounds and business buildings; a 
$1,000,000 “Market City” in the Kaimuki 
section of Honolulu that will have 75,000 
sq. ft. of floor space and parking for 250 
cars; a new suburb in the Wailupe area, 
including a business district and 650 
homes. 

An apartment development of 9 to 
12 apartments and a combination store 
and office building, to cost about $700,- 
000 in the Waikiki district; a cooperative 
development of 90 smal] homes in the 
Palolo valley. 





No Brick—Clay walls are used in construction 
of a new-type house being built experimen- 
tally in England by an organization known as 
the Cranwell Syndicate—still to be organized 
formally as a company under British law.

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Major express highway 
planned for Fort Wayne 


Completely non-stop north-south, east- 
west thoroughfares to cost $26 mil- 
lion planned for city 


Plans for a $26,000,000 highway con- 
struction program for complete non-stop 
north-south and east-west highways 
through the center of Fort Wayne, Ind., 
were disclosed by Governor Ralph F. 
Gates and state highway officials at a 
meeting of 300 civic leaders in that city. 
August 13. 

Plans of the state engineers, headed by 
Carl E. Vogelsang, call for channeling 
Highways 3, 33 and 27 north to south. 
and Highways 30, 14 and 24 west to 
east into a network of non-stop straight- 
aways free of interruption by local or 
cross traffic. 

The program includes an underpass 
under Nickel Plate Railroad tracks in the 
center of the city. According to Gov- 
ernor Gates, both the state and federal 
governments are prepared to begin this 
underpass construction immediately. as 
the first step in the state’s 10-year high- 
way program. 

Of the total cost of the program, the 
federal government is expected to assume 
$10,000,000, the state, $10,000,000, and 
the city and Allen County, $6,000,000. 
Cost of the Nickel Plate underpass is 
estimated at $4,500,000, of which the 
railroad will pay 20 per cent. The sur- 
vey on which the present plans for the 
underpass project are based has been 
completed by the state highway commis- 
sion and federal engineers at a cost of 
$30.000. 

The new Fort Wayne super traffic pro- 
gram ties in with plans for city beautifi- 
cation. A  300-foot-wide unobstructed 
area in which the expressway will be 
centered will traverse the city. Existing 
paralleling streets will be adapted into 
service arteries feeding trafic into and 
out of the expressway. 

The block-wide parkway and express 
\raficway will wipe out large areas of 
decadent and blighted sections. 

A similar safety traffic program is be- 
ing drawn up for Indianapolis.

Service has some $8,500,000 (ENR July 
25, vol. p. 87)—is expected to make 
possible the production of 172,000,000 
b.ft. of additional lumber during 1946 for 
use in veterans’ housing projects. A 
total of 1,908 miles of roads is expected 
to be built or improved in 29 states un- 
der the program.

Urge use of gas tax 
for N. C. highway work 


The legislative committee of the North 
Carolina League of Municipalities has 
adopted a legislative program to be pre- 
sented to the 1947 session of the legis- 
lature which includes a proposal that the 
state set aside one cent of the 6-cent gaso- 
line tax for use by municipalities, under 
their sole direction, in maintaining city 
streets. 

Municipalities in North Carolina get an 
aggregate of $1,000,000 annually for such 
work, but expenditure of the funds is lim- 
ited to streets on state highways and to 
feeder streets. Under the proposed legis- 
lation, the municipalities would get 
around $3,600,000 annually on the basis 
of last year’s gasoline tax receipts.
